Defends Scheme 


Even harder times are ahead, and |. 


the proposed enlargement of munici- 
pal districts by the prov:nce is. pot a 
scheme to unload further responsibil- 
ities upon the districts, but. to enhance 
the borrowing power and credit pos- 
itions of the municipal units. This 
was the keynote of Premier Brown- 
lee’s. address Thursday afternoon to 
mone than 250 delegates of the Al- 
berta Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts, 

~tOWhen I spoke to this body in 
monton ‘lasit year TI had not anticipa- 
ted a condition as serious as the 
present one,’’ he confessed. “I want 
to admit I was more hopeful than I 
am today. Now I can foresee even 
greater trials than those ‘through 
which the province has come, after 
considering the witharawal of the 
wheat bonus and lowered price of 
wheat. These factors will influence, 
too, municipal finances. ’’ 

The premier contended, however, 
that in spite of the coming difficul- 
ties, tj municipalities of the prov- 
ince generally were in better finan- 
cial position than those in many 
cther provinces. “The assessment 
is larger, the levy is) smaller by somie 
$300,000, and I presume the mill 
rate, throughout the province thas 
been reduced, ’? he said. 

He commended . the municipalities 
for the wisdom they had shown in 
making such readjustments es were 
needed to suit their diminished in- 
come, and showed that economy had 
been the dominant factor is their fin- 
ancial readjustments. 

‘*Many,”’’ he said, ‘‘iave claimed 
that. more public works should be 
conducted throughout the province, 
but those in position to do so have 
found it necessary to reconcile that 
demand with the decreased possibil- 
ities of making financial arrange- 
ments to back such enterprises. ’’ 

He stated that in his belief con- 
ditions would only find their solution 
in worldwide united effort, 

He stated that after a recent ab- 
sence from his effice for two days hie 


| had returned to find that 75 per 


cent of the mail concerned -esolu- 
tions passed by various bodies 
throughout the province concerning 
the question of debt. 

He said that many of them urged 
that a debt moratorium be declared 
throughout the province, but pointed 
out that such a step would immediat- 
ely cancel the already restricted cred- 
it position of the municipalities in

Perhaps it is not surprising that 
the Alberta Association of Municipal 
Districts should declare opposition to 
the proposal of the Brownlee Gov- 
ernment to divide the province into 
forty enlarged arcas for administra- 
tion purposes. There is a natural 
tendency to view radical reform with 
distrust and to permit local pre- 
judice to discolor sound judgment. 
Fear of the invasion of rights now 
enjoyed by the municipal districts 
is one of th2 maim reasons for the 
association’s declaration of dissent. 
This is searcely a sufficient ground 
on which to condemn a scheme of | 
undoubted meait. 

The object of the proposed amal- 
gamation of municipal districts in- 
to a much smaller group is twofold. | 
It is estimated a saving of at least 
a quarter of a million in taxes wil 
be effected in the districts concern- 
ed as well as a further saving in the 
Department of Municipal Affairs. 
Secondly it will bring about a more 
efficient and less cumbersome sys- 
tem of administration. It should en- 
sure a more equable division of the 
tax burden, more uniform  schooi 
tevies, and a better co-ordinated sys- 
tem of road building. It will bring 
about a greatly-needed -implification 
of government, 

Provided the local improvement 
districts in the foothills country. ane 
left out of the srheme, for reasons | 
whiich have already been expressed at | 
length, the Government should eo | 
ahead with the scheme. It should 
not permit itself to be bullied as it 
was in thie case of the Baker Schoo! | 
plan. The plan ie a sound one 
with the exception noted and should | 
be put into effect.

Freedom of Press 


According ito Mi Mr. . Mackenzie King 
an effort is being made, both in the 
press and in parliament,’ to stifile 
discussion, Speaking to a large 
Ottawa audience, Mr. King said: 
‘Are we afraid’ of the truth—thl 
trutlr which alone can set us free?’’ 

He continued: ‘‘So lange a part of 
the press is anti-Liberal, and you 
cannot hope to get through) the Oon- 
servative press an exposition of Lib- 
eralism.’’ 

In regard to Mr. King’s claim 
that discussion is being stifled in the 
House of Commons, nothing now can 
be said. He has made thls claim be- 
fore and the government has made 
the counter-claim that the Opposition 
is inclined to oppose measures for 
political rathjr than for patriotic 
reasons. But the other point is one 
of such serious implicaticns that. it 
should be seriously considered. 

Press criticism is most certainly 
less general in Canada than jit ig in 
Great Britain, for example, partly 
because we hlave been imbued with 
a belief that frankness is against 
the common interest. But there are 
notable exceptions. Certain public. 
ations in Canada stand out as splen- 
did examples of indepenence of 
thought and courage of action. 

Perhaps it would be fairer, in dis- 
cussing Mr. King’s claim, to point 
out that the kmife cuts both ways. 
The evil to which he referred is basec 
upon rabid, unthinking partisanhip. 
There are a number of newspapers 
tin Canada which) support a cause be- 
cause it will advance Conservative 
interest rather than because it is in 
the best interests of Canada; there 
tare cthers which will support a cause 
because it will advance Liberal inter- 
ests. 

There is undoubtedly a place for 
party loyalties. | Without political 
toyalty, indeed, thie whole party sys- 
tem would crumble. There is a 
chance, however, that as far as cer- 
tain sections of the press of this 
country are concerned, partisanship 
will ‘‘die of its own too much.’’ The 
intelligent man cannot indefinitely 
believe @ newspaper which can find 
nothing wrong with the Conservatives 
and nothing right with the Liberals 
—for, he argues, no party in the 
He 
comes to regard the opinions of that 
newspaper as the expression of a 
slavish adherence to a certain party. 

If more Canadian journals attempt- 
ed to give Liberalism, Radicalism 
and Conservatism fair representa- 
tion, the press as a whole would be 
more closely fulfilling its.true func- 
tion, and the newspapers themselves 
would gain im popularity and influ- 
ence.

“They have 
always been interested in money. But the vast majority of people in years 
gone by never bothered their heads very much about monetary systems, and 
how they worked, They knew that their country was on “a gold standard,” 
but they did not trouble to find out and understand just what that meant. 
They knew that Governments and banks issued paper bills and that these bills 
were money. Rut the main thing one and all were concerned about was how 
many of these bills they could get in return for the products or the services 
they had to sell, and how far those same bills would go in buying the 
or Services they found it necessary to buy. Of the system behind the issue of 
these paper bills the average person knew little and cared less. 

Today this indifference has disappeared like so many other things in this 
rapidly changing world. People are still interested in moriey, how to get, how 
to spend it, and what it will purchase for them. But they also want to know 

‘all about the system back of the issue, circulation, and exchange of money. 
The people of the world have been awakened with a jolt to a realization that 
the monetary system is not working as it should work in the interest and 
welfare of mankind, and we hear the opinion expressed on every hand that 

money has become the master and not the servant of mankind; that instead 
of remaining @ mere convenience in order to expedite the exchange of the 
world's commodities and services, it has itself become a commodity; and, 
that being the case, the people want to know who controls the production of 
that commodity,—money. 

As a result of this aroused interest, everybody is talking about monetary 
systems. People are debating the subject whether they understand it or not. 

' The number of theories, opinions, suggestions advanced are legion; they far 
out-numbered all the monetary and banking systems of the world. Much 
of what is said, and is éven being soberly advanced as a panacea for the 
world’s ills, is based in the most profound ignorance. The 
offered would prove far worse than the disease they wouuld seek to over- 
come, 

Out of the confusion of ideas and suggestions and so-called solutions, one 
thing emerges. It is this: That no.one nation can of itself remove the cause 
of its financ’al embarrassment and cure the malady from which it is 
suffering. There may be persons who honestly think that their pet theory 
will work where all others have failed; that a nation can, of itself, remedy 
its own ills, and that even a subordinate state or province within a nation 
can do so, but all history proves the fallacy of any such notion. 

_ In our dilemma, the safe thing to do is to take a middle-course,—not to 
take the dictum of the banker on the one hand, nor the theories of the radical 
on the other hand, but rather to weigh well the opinions and advice of 
impartial students of world economics, men trained and having- experience in 
the weighing of causes and effects, men who have no axe to grind, but who 
desire that solutions be reached based on solid facts and economic truth. 

There are such men in most countries, and outstanding in this group in 
the world today is Professar Gustav Cassel, of Sweden. He is an originator, 
not merely an exponent of a great deal of modern economic thought. His 
counsel has been sought by central banks in many countries, by govern- 
ments” and ‘by the League of Nations. His opinions cannot be lightly dis- 
missed. He was invited to deliver the Rhodes Memorial Lectures. this year at 
Oxford. There were three lectures dealing with the gold standard and the: 
-break-down of the world’s monetary system. These lectures have now been 
published in book form. 

One Canadian reviewer of this book says. that_Professor Cassel minces 
no words in these lectures. There are none of the cautious phrases and 
complicated qualifications to which one is accustomed in the writings of 
economists. He speaks as one having authority and evidently considers that 
his subject has been carried beyond the bounds of controversy. Professor 
Cassel first shows that gold has ceased to impart value to money and that 
its automatic regulation of the value of money has given place to bank 
policy as a means of regulation. ‘For a true understanding of the money- 
tary system,” says Professor Cassel, “it is of fundamental importance that 
we should make ourselves familiar with the fact that a national currency 
never is anything else than a paper currency and that the maintenance of 
a gold standard only means that this currency, by a deliberate monetary 
policy, is kept in a certain parity with gold.” He goes on to show that the 
value of gold itself is then determined ‘py the monetary policy of the leading 
gold country, and he lays the blame for the great fall in world prices upon 
the monetary restriction policies of France and the United States, 

Professor Cassel pokes fun at the apoplectic old gentlemen who will not 
entertain the notion of a “managed money” and talk largely about “sound 
money,” by making it absolutely clear that we already have-a managed 
money. In fact he attributes a great deal of our grief to the fact that not 
only is our money managed, but that it has been very badly managed. After 
pointing out the amount of intelligent co-operation that is needed to make 
even a reformed gold standard work, he concludes that gold must, in the 
circumstances, bé regarded as singularly unsuitable for use as a standard of 
value. 

Professor Cassel complains of the loose and unintelligent use of the 
word inflation, which does not mean what the pious think it means. An 
expansion of the legal basis for money does not necessarily involve inflation. 
Anyhow, he thinks that some inflation would be a good thing. “The best 
thing that the gold standard countries could do; he says, “would be imme- 
diately to start an inflation of their currencies,” Remember, it is no crank 
who proclaims this, but one of the world’s leading authorities, a mature 
man, and one whose influence has been «stablished and proven. 

His views, as set forth in these lectures, may well receive the close study 
and consideration of all would-be monetary experts, currency reformers and 
re-organizers of our banking system. They may find comfort and support 
in some things, but they will also be steered away from many of the untried 
theories they are now advocating and which this world authority exposes as 
utterly unsound, and which, if put into practice, would bring disastrous 
results.

This distinction of making that im- 
plement belongs to Eatastus Parsons, 
a native of Lisle, Brome County, New 
York. In 1824 he moved to Chip- 
pawa, Ontario, near Niagara Falls. 
He was poor, but had an idea that 
cast-iron ploughs would be more serv- 
iceable than those of wood and 
wrought iron, which were then in 
general use. He gathered together 
scrap iron, constructed a rude furnace 
and cast tHree ploughs, which proved 
to be models of lightness and dura- 
bility. The demand for his ploughs 
soon became great. In 1827 he died 
at the age of 38 years. His business 
was carried on by a Mr. Macklem, In 
three years Parsons made a net profit 
on the sale of his ploughs of $6,000. 


Birds Prove Menace To Sheep 


Magpies Destroy Young Lambs In 
British Columbia 

Brutal methods employed by mag- 
pies to secure food among the large 
flocks of sheep afd lambs during 
spring are disclosed by A. Bryan Wil- 
liams, British Columbia game com- 
missioner, in his annual report. 

When the lambs are only a few 
hours old the voracious magpies peck 
out their eyes, leaving them blind and 
helpless to die in agony. Then the 
birds feast on their young, tender 
lamb. , . 

Bounties were paid on 3,427 mag- 
pies and wardens killed an additional 
1,385, a total of 4,812 last year, but 
the birds do not appear to be greatly 
diminished in number. 

The commissioner recommends the 
total extinction of magpies and crows, 


magpies. Wardens shot 5,700 crows 
last year, also 51 eagles, 802 hawks, 
and 130 owls.

The fruit and vegetable prepara- 
tions industry is divided into two 
main sections (1) fruits and veget- 
abiles, canned, evaporated and pre- 
served and (2) vinegar, cider, pickles, 
catsup, sauces, etc. The first,-r3rET 
catsup, ‘sauces, etc. The most impor-. 
tant branch of this industry is the 
canning of fruits and _ vegetatles, 
which is carried on most extensively 
in Ontario, British Columbia and Que- 
bec, where climatic conditions for the 
growing of -fruits and vegetables are 
particularly favourable. The principal 
fruits canned in Ontario are appies, 
pears, plums, peaches, cherries, cur- 
rants, gooseberries, blueberries, rasp- 
berries, and strawberries. In addition 
British Columbia has the apricot and 
loganberry. The vegetables canned in- 
clude tomatoes, peas, corn, beans, 
beets, carrots, pumpkins, ' squash, 
Spinach and asparagus. The canning 
season begins in June and continues 
throughout the summer and autumn 
until October, beihg at its height in’ 
July, August and September. In Sep- 
tember of 1931 there were as many 
as 16,561 wage-earners employed in 
the canneries. 


New Feed For Chickens 


Scraps Formerly Used For Glue 
Diverted Into Another Channel 

The glue long made by the tanning 
industry will be glue no longer but a 
new kind of chicken feed, rich in pro- 
teins, it was announced at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. : 

Chickens fed with this ration, it 
was further announced, have been 
pronounced specially tender and also 
rapid growers. 

This miracle of scientific research is 
not conversion of glue into food, but 
diversion. The scraps of hides and 
skins from which glue has been made 
are diverted into a new chemical pro- 
cess which. refines them up the scale 
into edibility instead of downward in- 
to an adhesive. In this upward revis- 
ion the old glue smell is ‘said to be 
lost entirely. 

The diversion was: worked out to 
meet a slump in the glue market, 
which ‘the announcement says was a 
serious matter to some tanners whose 
profits depended largely upon dispos- 
al of the millions of tons annually of 
scrap hides and skins. 

It was done for the Tanners’ 
Council of America, which supports 
a scientific laboratory in the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati leather research de- 
partment under the direction of Dr. 
Fred O'Flaherty.

The Eiffel Tower is not only a 
unique feature of Paris, but it is 
also a money-making proposition. It 
was revealed at a recent meeting of 
| the stockholders that the gross re- 
ceipts amounted to nearly 7,000,000 
francs ($240,000) for the year 1931 
and that the net profits were almost 
3,000,000 francs. M. Citroen, who uses 
the tower for advertising his motor- 
cars by electrical designs, pays 300,- 
| 000 francs a year for this privilege.

SHORTHORN JUDGING 

‘DEMONSTRATION. | 
at the Experimental Station, Lacombe 
The firs: of a series of judging 
demonstrations of -Shorthorns, ar- 
ranged by the Central Alberta Short- 
horn Breeder’s Association was held 
at this Experimental Station on Sat- 


4) urday afternoon, November 19th. 


Dr, R. D. Sinclair of the Umivers- 
ity of Alberta, Edmonton, was in 
charge’ of the demonstration. . Dr. 
Sinclair’ is particularly well equip. 
ped to discuss Shorthorns. Brought 
up om a farm at Innisfail, he helped 
his fathler develop a herd of good 
Shorthorns. Later, as a student at 
Olds, and at the University he re- 
ceived spécial training .in the pedi- 
grees and history of Shorthorns, and 
in judging. After graduating from 
the. University of Alberta, hle joined 
the University Staff and gained very 
valuable experience as a lecturer, in 
the judging ring, and im developing 
the large herd of ‘Shorthorns main- 
tained at the University. With this 
splendid practical foundation thle was 
able to benefit to the fullest degree 
from two years spent in England and 
Scotland, where he visited many of 
the large herds which have given 
world wide fame to'the Sbborthorg 
breed. 

Dr. Simclair first gave a brief re- 
view of the development of the breed, 
and showed whly Shorthorns possess 
such a good combination of beef and 
milk producing ‘qualities. Then, us- 
ing one of the good Shorthorn cows 
and the herd sire for illustration he 
shogved, point by point, just what 
shuld be looked for in an _ ideal 
Shorthorn male or female.

’ How Orientals Do It 


Japan Has Built and Delivered War- 
ship To China 

For a year undeclared war between 
China and Japan has been going on, 
all the tme ip Manchuria and for two 
months in Shanghai. 

But Japan has just delivered at 
Shanghai a first-class warship which 
she has been building for China since 
May, 1931, Japanese warships are in 
port and threatening action if the 
anti-Japanese boycott here does not 
cease and while a section of the Jap- 
anese fleet lies in the river at Shang- 
hai the new Japanese-built Chinese 
warship steams up-river and is taken 
over by the “enemy.” 

The new vessel is a destroyer of 
8,000 tons, costing $2,500,000, has a 
speed of 25 knots and represents an 
advanced type of naval craft. She is 
called the ‘‘Ninghai.’’ 


Canadian Bacon Trade 


Value Of September Exports Given 


As $314,078 

The September export of bacon and 
hams was 2,883,100 pounds. This is 
the smallest monthly export’ since 
April. July was the peak with 4,- 
879,500 pounds, says a report of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

However, the export during the 
nine months of the present calendar 
year is over five times what it was 
during the same period last year, 29,- 
189,600 pounds as against 5,670,800 
pounds. 

The value of the September export 
was $314,078, of which $276,655 went 
to Great Britain, $21,652 to the Unit- 
ed States, $9,581 to Newfoundland 
and most of the rest to Bermuda and 
the British West Indies. Japan made 
a purchase to the extent of $384.

A list of 
the proceedings taken during a per- 
fod of eight weeks shows that almost 
every possible kind of offense has 
been committed detected and punish- 
ed. Of the 889 cases in which action 
was taken the majority were against 
motorists for use of the horn during 
prohibited hours. 


Grass Seed Rrasec 


and Alfalfa Yield Much 
Smaller This Year 

The preliminary report on clover 
and grass seed production for 1932 is- 
sued by the Markets Service of the 
Dominion Seed Branch, summarizes 
prospects for the current year as fol- 
lows: 

“Clovers and alfalfa promise a 
much smaller total yield of seed in 
Canada than last year, while more 
timothy and hlue grass are in pros- 
pect. Alfalfa prospects are poor, as 
the first cut failed to set seed in On- 
tario, and a short crop of alfalfa seed 
is expected in Southern Alberta. Al- 
sike is much reduced in acreage in 
Ontario and is yielding under ayerage. 

“A considerably reduced acreage of 
sweet clover for seed is reported in’ 
the western provinces, also in Ontario. 
Brome and western rye grass in the 
western provinces promise much more 
seed than last year owing to more 
moisture during the growing season. 
The acreage of bent grass for seed in 
Prince Edward Island is reported at 
about 25 per cent. less than last 
year,”
